MY COOKERY

If you have any club or church af- 
filiation, you are likely at any time 
to find yourself on a committee whose 
duty it is to plan the community or 
church supper. At first that may 
seem a bewildering assignment. A 
housewife accustomed to buying and 
preparing food for one family may be 
quite appalled by the task of feeding 
50 or 100 persons. 

Then, too, there are questions of ex- 
pense, of means of cooking and serving 
to be considered. Usually the food 
must be kept hot and appetizing over 
a considerable period of time. It must 
be the kind everyone likes. Other 
problems bob up. 

Here are some suggestions for main 
dishes to be served to groups, with 
the amount and ways of preparing it 
given. 

Meat Loaf Safe Choice. 

A meat loaf is one of the “safest” 
choices you can make. Ite advantages 
are many. It is easy to prepare; it is 
a real economy dish, and last, but 
not least, it is a general favorite. It 
can be made in large quantities. It 
can be prepared ahead of time, and 
can, if necessary, be served cold. It 
fits well into any menu. There is no 
waste, and the servings can be ap- 
portioned to take care of a varied 
number, in case a larger crowd arrives 
than you had planned for.

BACKGROUND The Spé@hish crisis was so dire two weeks ago that 

State Secretary Hull decided to take a vacation. 
Recent developments have been so alarming that, upon the day the 
President made his announcement, Mr. Hull’s office said the secretary 
planned to-remain away another week, lolling in the beautiful hills of 
western Virginia, 

Likewise, modern communications methods keep the President just 
about as well informed in midocean, or at Hyde Park, as in the White 
House. Wired and wireless telephones are kept constantly open. In the 
Ethiopian crisis he made his major move, in the form of the arms em- 
bargo, from a battleship in the Pacific. Earlier, he made his historic 
Statement, breaking up the unsatisfactory London economic conference, 
from a yacht in the Atlantic. 

Observers closest to the diplomatic inside also agree that Under- 
secretary Phillips will probably handle any Spanish crisis no matter where 
Messrs. Roosevelt and Hull are. He has been handling it right along. 


THREAT DIPLOMACY The rumors now current that the Presi- 


dent has information indicating a general 

European crisis early in September, therefore, do not appear to be 
justified.

CHAPTER 1, INSTALLMENT V. 
More About Strategy. 

The master player does not, as is 
commonly believed, break rules right 
and left, indulging in fantastic flights 
of fancy. On the contrary, a greater 


part of his strategy consists in fol- 
lowing the proper strategical methods 
which are thought out long in ad- 
vance. Right here I would like to 
squelch once and for all the recur- 
rent claim that I do not play my own 
rules and system. I emphatically do 
follow the system because I believe it 
represents the best technique and 
strategy from the standpoint of ex- 
perts thus far developed. When a bet- 
ter system is built I shall follow it 
or borrow from it.* 

Strategic principles and methods 
should be slightly modified to fit the 
peculiarities of individual hands, and 
also to satisfy the urgent psychologi- 
cal considerations, which are also part 
of strategy. But no rules are broken 
unless they be simple helping rules 
for the beginner. In my opinion the 
greatness of Napoleon’s military strat- 
egy did not lie so much in the bril- 
liant coups executed at the battle 
fields, as in the marvelously co-ordi- 
nated and thought, out routine of his 
strategical methods which made the 
execution of his coups possible. He 
was great because his strategic sys- 
tem was superior to that of opposing 
generals.

He was arrested, but the 
grand jury, after finding that he had 
neither committed nor contemplated 
‘any unlawful act, censured the au- 
thorities for his arrest. Nevertheless 
he was rearrested and carried hun- 


>| dreds of miles from the scene of his 


_alleged crime, and before he was even 
| indicted his entire property had been 
| confiscated, reducing him to utter pov- 
erty. Henry Clay, who acted as his 
attorney during these preliminaries, 
wrote: 

“Such was our conviction of the in- 
nocence of the accused that when he 
sent us a considerable fee we resolved 
to decline accepting it and accordingly 
returned it.”
